PUT ON THE BRAEES. 

The last issue of Tun Taisune contained 9 
sad list of officials who have becrayed the trusts 
confided to them by using funds which were not 
their own, and finding when the day of reckon- 
ing came that they were not able to replace 
them. It is needless to particularize the deficit 
in our own City Treasury, a the public is al- 
ready familiar with it, and, in the present de- 
moralized condition of the city finances, it will 
probably be a long time before its effects will 
cease to be felt. In addition to this defalcatioa, 
the news of this single issue informs us that the 
City of Pittsburgh bas been robbed of $223,000 
in cash or its equivalents, and $254,000 of water- 
loan bonds, which were generously hypothecated 
by some of the officers of the institution where 
the funds were deposited, upon their friends’ 
notes. The Grand Jury of Jackson County, Iowa, 
have just indicted the late Oounty Treasurer 
for the embezzlement of $41,000—the same 
official who, it will be remembered, recently 
affirmed that his safe had been robbed of abont 
that amount. Kansas bas a prolific crop of 
defaleations, the ex-Treasurer of Leavenworth 
City having been found to be $3,000 short in 
school moneys, the Treasurer of Leavenworth 
County, $30,000, and the Siate Treasurer an 
amount, the size of which is not yet known. 
Next in the catalogue comes the Treasurer of the 
Iowa State Grange, whose accounts are found 
to be several buudred dollars short. The amount 
though small is significant, as the Granges have 
been instituied, in part, to oppose the prevailing 
tide of corruption which is sweeping over the 
country. The mania for the illegal appropria- 
tion of money is not confined to officials elected 
by the people. Within the past year. between 
twenty and thirty bank-cashiers have proved 
defaulters, and there have been numerous other 
instances of a similar character in trust compa- 
nies, insurance companies, church organizations, 
and even in public charities. Wherever there 
has been money enough to steal, or, in genteel 
parlance, to illegally appropriate, the chances 
are that there some ove to steal it. In view 
of this condition of thin, . it becomes a very im- 
portant question to determine whether any 
honest men have been elected at all. In this 
general breaking up of the moralities, there 
seems to be no standard by which the honesty 
or dishonesty of public men can be tested. The 
irreproachable character of 4 life-time, past 
honor, faithfulness, publ:c spirit, generosity, iu- 
fluence, even religion, seem to offer no barrier 
against the temptation of money. 
gold cleaves even to the haad which has lLitherto 
always been honest. 

But when and where is this fearful flood of 
dishonesty to be checked, and what are we doing 
to check it? Isn't it tune, as we have already 
said in these columns, to stop and count the 
Isn't it time to place some ro- 
straint upon openly dishonest men, and 
men who have not moral stamina 
sufficient to resist temptation? 
it time that we stopped applying mild and 
genteel phrases to dishonest practices, and com- 
menced calling them by their right names? 
Iso’t is time that sterner moasures were adopt- 
ed, and that men who violate law shall suffer the 
penalty of law? Has the public any right to 
complain if it places its officials where thou- 
sands and millions of dollars must pass through 
their hands, and then leaves them ia possession 
without check or restraint? Can honesty be ex- 
pected when a poor devil who takes $10 is sent 
to the Penitentiary as «a thief and a dan- 
gerous man to society, and the man who takes 
half a million is sympathized with, because he 
can't make good the money he has taken—not 
one dollar of which he was allowed to use for 
any purpose other than as prescribed by law ? 

It is not difficult to trace the causes of this 
slil-prevalent dishonesty. The primary cause is 
in the fast life wo are living and the mania for 
speculation in land, in stocks, in mines, and 
other forms of hap-bazard, which has seized

lic service. 

Wich all respect for the joint action of the two 
Committees, we suggest that this iss proceed- 
ing eutirely inconsistent with the duties of Con- 
grese, and strikingly exhibits the progress we 
are making in the way of recognizing executive 
demands. The Executive Department has of 
right no voice whatever in regulating or control- 
ling either the amount to be appropriated by 
Congress, the objects for which it is appro- 
priated, nor the mode by which the revenue to 
meet the national wants shall be raised. These 
are questions within the exclusive ju- 
risdiction of Congress, and especially of 
the House of Representatives. The practice 
of having the several Departments furnish an es- 
timate of what they need is a mere arracge- 
ment for the convenience of Congress ; the esti- 
mates themselves have no legal authority over 
the action of the House, nor do they in any 
sense rise above the character of a recommenda- 
tion by the clerks who make them out. On an 
self in Congress exposed the character of these 
estimates, wh.ch bad always been so made out 
as to have a surplus fund ou band to be ex- 
pended at the discretion of each petty chief of a 
bureau. The appropriations for the present 
year were $306,000,000. The Departments have 
asked for next year $320,000,000. The public 
debt is increasing at the rate of from $3,000,000 
to $9,000,000 a month, aod the deficiency for 
1874-5, it is assumed, will be about $45,000,000. 
There will also be a deficiency for the remainder 
of the present year. To a man of ordinary 
honesty and intelligence, there are three ways to 
meet this emergency: 

1. A reduction of expenditures to the lowest 
possible sum. 

2. A modification of the tariff by a reduction 
of duties on all articles of general use, thereby 
increasing the revenue from that source. 

8. A continuance of the present extravagant 
expenditure, and an enlargement of the list of 
taxable objects and articles.
